Supt. Puffer To Ask Builders 
iTo Meet School Officials 
Double shifts for Mount Prospect grade school children 


j was recommended to the local board of education by an ex­ 
pert in the field of school problems. 
This would be the least harmful to the children of the 
available expediency measures, Dr. William C. Reavis of 
the University of Chicago concluded after his survey of the 
situation last week. 
The village must attract in­ 
dustry, he told school and 
civic leaders, to ease the fin­ 
ancial burdens of the school 
district. “Mt. Prospect can’t 
support its schools with the tax 
base the new homes give,” he 
commented. ‘The school district 
will always be behind in school 
facilities, and will have to adopt 
some make-shifts.” 


Noble J. Puffer, county sup­ 
erintendent of schools, has an­ 
nounced he will call a meeting 
later in the month of adminis­ 
trators of the county school sys­ 
tems and real estate develop­ 
ers, to seek a solution to the 
burden 
put 
on communities 
when builders 
put 
up large 
numbers of homes. 
Puffer pointed out the child­ 
ren attend school as soon as 
the families 
move 
in, while 
there is often a two year leg 
before any taxes are paid. It is 
the responsibility of 
builders 
to assist the local school sys­ 
tems, he said. 


THE CRITICAL financial prob­ 
lem results from the unpreceden­ 
ted growth, due mainly to a few 
large subdividers. Dr. Reavis cal­ 
culated the district should build 
at least 13 classrooms each year 
for the next five years. He esti­ 
mated on the basis of the aver­ 
age growth during the last four

School district 57 has already 
levied the maximum amount al­ 
lowed by state law for educa­ 
tional and building maintenance 
costs, and the Lincoln school ad­ 
dition bonds practically exhaust­ 
ed the bonding power to con­ 
struct more buildings. 
Based on anticipated increases 
in assessed valuation from new 
building and on the retirement 
of outstanding bonds, the district 
might be able to construct five or 
six classrooms a year instead of 
the 13 recommended.

She is sharing with us her rec­ 
ipes for both the Juice and the 
custard. The pure grape juice can 
also be used in making grape jelly. 
The custard makes a very un­ 
usual and colorful dessert. Bright 
in color, it is most attractive when 
served in sherbert glasses 
and 
topped with whipped cream. 
Tart in flavor, the custard is 
firrfi but not thick. Canned grape 
juice or cranberry juice can also 
be used in making this dessert, 
but the sugar, cornstarch and wat­ 
er must be varied accordingly.

With 
this in mind, the 228th infantry 
regiment, 33rd infantry division, 
Illinois national guard, has located 
each of nearly twenty armories in 
a position of strategic importance 
to each community. The armories 
are always near a railroad, if one 
is present.

ANOTHER FACTOR TO con 
sider about the “guard question’’ 
is the men themselves. The nation­ 
al guard could be a veritable 
“draft dodgers paradise,” but it is 
not. Honest and faithful service is 
demanded of the guardsmen. 
A 
guardsman is bound by severe 
draft and reserve laws. 
If a man doesn’t attend sched­ 
uled drills as required, he is im­ 
mediately stripped of his tempor­ 
ary draft exemption and very 
promptly drafted. Sickness, sub­ 
stantiated by a doctor’s certificate, 
is the only excuse for absence 
from meetings. Here again, the 
National Guard maintains its high 
standards by commanding a bet­ 
ter class of men to work with.

VIRTUOSI DI ROMA 
The Virtuosi Di Roma, with Maestro Renato Fesano conducting, 
paid their first visit to Arlington Heights Sunday night, inaugrating 
the current Community Concert season with a concert of music of 
me early masters, music of patrician quality, music off the beaten 
path, music of spirited character and abundant charm, of flawless 
technic of studied ensemble and great restraint 
This group of 14 Italian artists, each a soloist in his own light, 
sat down to their music after briefly acknowledging the applause 
of their audience, and proceeded to make chamber music as if 
naught else mattered but the recreation of the music of the early 
masters. And early masters they were,—music of Marcello, Vivaldi, 
Cambini and Rossini,—early teachers of their native Daly; men 
who wrote a flood of music for instruments of their day. Vivaldi 
alone is credited with some 80 odd violin concertos in manuscript 
and 38 operas as a starter; Cambrini wrote 60 symphonies and 
150 quartettes, which Bach liked so well that some of his tunes 
are recognizable in the later works; Marcello, a p~et and lawyer as 
well as a musician of the 1711 era, well, you just open the archives 
and the scores roll out like sand from the hourglass. 
Maestro Fasano was a conductor sparing with gasturas, yet 
the results are both crisp and liquid, touching the heart, 
especially when those two luscious cellos speak forth with 
an accompaniment of two rich violas, six mellow violins 
and a string bass that emits a full round tone, rather than a 
growl and a grunt as many of the modern school give forth. 
It was an evening of allegros and rondos, divided with an 
almost impreceptible bridge of sound in the form of a slow move­ 
ment. Renato Zanfnni with an impeccable oboe spoke for the 
Vivaldi Concerto rn D minor; Benzo Sabatim for the seven stringed 
viola d’amore, with its seven steel harmonic strings underneath 
and the beautiful carving of a feminine head on the scroll of the 
instrument; Guido Mozzato and Benedetto Mazzacurato with a 
violin and cello that were equals on all counts, fairly breathing 
a solo aria, yet having the bite of crispness needed for Vivaldi’s 
third movement of the B flat concerto for these two instruments 
and strings: Carlo Vidusso’s piano was just right for Cambim’s 
ornamentation, as was also his harpsichord with the ensemble. 
Then again, Luigi Ferro with the E major concerto, proving that 
any member of the ensemble could be soloist on occasion, yet join 
the ranks for a breath-taking performance with tne other dozen. 
This was pure music, of fugue, counterpoint and double 
fugue, worked out with painstaking care and exactness, of 
clear line and melody, enriched with embellishments and 
figurations that the later Moxart used to such effect, that 
Haydn sprinkled through his scores like seasoning on a plum 
pudding. This was music es only devoted musicians cen 
produce, or students of music appreciate; artists that get 
together once in a life-time and sacrifice all for their choeen 
field of work. 
Italy can be proud to call them her own, and we in turn can 
say a thank you for having had the privilege of their company and 
artistry for an all too short evening. 


'THE CURIOUS SAVAGE' 
Occasionally an amateur group puts on a show that looks 
professional from “every” angle and such was the case of the 
Palatine Players production, “The Curious Savage,” presented 
last friday and Saturday night 
The curtain opened on one of the most eye-catching sets 
we've seen an amateur group construct The colors used edded 
a warm glow lo the stage and a huge window of "artistic 
wrought iron" looked like the real McCoy. 
Not till one sees what correct lighting can accomplish does 
one realize what an important part it can play in thfe success of 
a show. The newly installed lighting system created an illusion 
during the final scene of the play that was positively breath­ 
taking. It might be called the “whipped cream topping on an 
already delightful dessert.” Credit for the lighting goes to Marty 
Bodelson. 
Tbs entire cast did a superb job, but a special mention must 
be given Gladys Kuhn for her portrayal of "Fairy-May." ll was 
an outstanding piece of acting and we don't think Broadway 
could have produced a better Fairy-May. 
Mary Francis Cormier deserves much credit for the direction 
of the cast, aided by Bill Connon, assistant director. Verna Jumps, 
technical advisor, and Brooks Ambos, stage manager, and the 
entire behind scenes crews must have worked hard to produce 
such a successful play and they all deserve a good round of ap­ 
plause for a job well done.

"AHA/* SAYS someone, “that 
proves it.”

the kill by tularemia, automobiles, 
or the biggest killer—lack of cover.

Although many 
thousands of miles of more rose 
hedges are needed we are opti­ 
mistic about the future planting 
program and in lime will see these 
hedges all over the State. 


THE ADVENT of the mechan­ 
ical planter has boosted the plant­ 
ing of multiflora rose and trees 
to a very appreciable degree. With 
its use a crew of three men can 
plant up to 20.000 seedlings in a 
day where previously only about 
2,000 could be set by hand. 
When we have cover—we will 
have rabbits.
